VALUABLE DO DOCUMENTS (> 


Senator Sherman man yesterday laid 
before the United States Senate a 
letter from the Secretary of State, 
transmitting copies of a memorial, 
signed by representatives of sev- 
eral historical societies and by 
many eminent men of letters of the 
United States, especially by those 
engaged in historical pursuits, set- 
ting forth the great value and im- 
portance of a full and accurate di- 
gest and catalogue of the numerous 
documents found in the public and 
private archives of Europe, relating 
to the early history of the United 
States and especially during the 
period between the treaty of 
Paris in 1763, by which, Great 
Britain acquired from France a title 
to the northwestern territories of 
America, and the treaty of peace 
between the United States and 
Great Britain in 1783. Mr. Stevens 
in aletterto the Secretary which 
accompanied the message to the 
President, pro tem, says that he has 
discovered many valuable histor- 
ical works, but that the work has 
beeome too great for any individual 
to undertake alone, unless a man of 
wealth, and that when complete, 
the index will probably comprise 
150,000 documents and when printe | 
will fill 20,000 royal octavo pages.

Rumors of war are becoming 
more and more frequent. The 
North German Gazette,the National 
Gazette, and the Cologne Gazette, 
as well as the Zimes, Standard and 
Daily News of London all report 
that France is making elaborate 
preparations to dispatch to the Ger- 
man frontier, strong reinforcements 
of arms. 


FOREICN DISPATCHES 


German Affairs. 
BERLIN, January 22. 

Herr Yon Scholz, Prussian Minister 
of Finance, yesterday presented the 
budget to the Lower House of the 
Prussian Diet. This states that the 
trade of Prussia has improved, thus 
decreasing the deficiency in revenues. 
It grants for Provincial district author- 
ities of the Kingdom a call for 13,000,- 
000 of marks, instead of 19,000,000 in 
the previous year. The railroad re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year will exceed 
the expenses by 20,000 marks. The 
receipts for income tax will be larger 
than heretofore, proving prosperity. 
The urban population has increased, 
while the statistics show that the pop- 
ulation in the rural districts has les- 
sened. In conclusien, the budget 
states that the Reichstag’s rejection of 
the army bill places all other ques- 
tionsin the background, and on this 
account, the Finance Minister ab- 
stained from referring to the develap- 
ment of indirect taxation. In conse- 
quence of the large exportation of 
houses from Mecklenberg and West- 
phalia, the proposal to forbid these ex- 
ports will be submitted to the Bundes- 


rath forthwith. , 


' Another High Life Divorce. 
EDINBURGH, January 22, 
The Court to-day granted a decree 

divorcee to the Marchioness of Queens- 
bury from the Marquis of Queensbury 
on the ground of adultery. The evi- 
dence adduced showed the Marquis, 
after his marriage, lived as a bachelor 
in St. James street, London; that his 

wife was never there, but that a “lady 
went frequently to the apartments oc- 
cupied by the Marquis in St. James 
atreet and dined there with him and 
occupied the same bedroom with him. 
The Marquis made no defense. 


The War Cloud. 
BERLIN, January 22. 

An inspired letter from Berlin says: 
“To Government circles here the sit- 
vation is regarded as serious. The 
peaceful tones of the French press is 
not assuring, as it is evident the pa- 
pers have been ordered officially to 
0 wig attitude.

Pinkerton’s 


Detectives Con- 
demned. 
New York, January 21. 

The United Labor County Conven- 
tion, at its third session to-night, 
adopted resolutions declaring that the 
employment of special officers by pri- 
vate individuals and corporations was 
a glaring imposture, a violation of 
American liberty and fundamental 
law; thatthe Pinkerton men are going 
from State to State committing mur- 
ders for which none of them are ever 
brought to trial; calling upon Gov. 
ernor Hill to stamp out “the blood- 
stained gang of murderous tramps who 
have dared to establish their head- 
quarters inthe metropolis of Ameri- 
can civilization; demanding the 
Legislature to forbid by law the em- 
ployment, |as special, officers, of 
men not citizeus of this State 
and who have not resided three 
years in the county where they are 
employed, and all such special officers 
to be paid by the State; forbidding 
under penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment, special officers receiving any 
salary or reward from individuals or 
corporations, and finally calling upon 
Congress to investigate the coal pools 
and the employment of armed forces 
controlled by private detective agen- 
cies. 

JersEy Crry, January 21. 

The Delaware, Lackawana and 
Western Railway this evening with- 
drew the Pinkerton men from the 
prominent position they had been 
holding on the embankment, to the 
rear of the yards, near the docks. 
Their places have been taken by Jer- 
sey City policemen. Application bas 
been made by Captain Folcy, the 
leader of the Pinkerton men,to have 
his men sworn in as deputies by the 
Sheriff. 


Congressional Proceedings. 

WASHINGTON, January 22 
House—This afternoon Wallace of 
Louisiana offered a resolution which 
was adopted, reciting thatthe Presi- 
dent and Senate have agreed to and
